Student  Trustee 

Wesleyan  College  Trustees,  at  their 
annual  Spring  meeting  on  May  13, 
voted  to  add  a student  to  the  board, 
with  full  voting  privileges,  if  it  is 
legally  permissible. 

The  executive  committee  is  now 
studying  implementation  of  the  pro- 
posal, which  provides  that  the  student 
representative  be  the  duly  elected 
president  of  the  Student  Government 
Association,  to  serve  one  year. 

The  Board  also  elected  two  mem- 
bers, Randolph  W.  Thrower,  of  At- 
lanta, and  Mrs.  James  R.  Webb,  of 
Columbus,  Ga.  Mr.  Thrower  served 
on  the  Board  from  1960  to  1969,  when 
he  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenue  by  President  Nixon. 
He  resigned  recently  to  return  to  his 
private  law  practice.  Mrs.  Webb 
(Emily  Hearn,  AB,  '42),  former  presi- 
dent of  the  Wesleyan  Alumnae  As- 
sociation, is  the  wife  of  a Methodist 
Minister. 

Establishment  of  four  endowed 
funds  was  approved,  the  Reginald 
and  Frankie  Trice  Endowed  Fund, 
the  Golden  Anniversary  Class  of  1920 
Scholarship  Fund,  the  Grace  L.  High-

Glair  The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
dectej  Literature  was  conferred  on  James 
^ugus  Dickey,  southern  poet  and  author,  by 
photo  President  W.  Earl  Strickland  at  Wes- 
leyan’s 132nd  commencement  exercises 
^anc  Sunday  morning.  May  30. 

3f  tb  Mr.  Dickey  delivered  the  commence- 
udeament  address  to  100  seniors  receiving 
5 cor  degrees.  His  subject  was  “How  Can 
Is  ar  you  Possibly  . . . ?”,  or  “Remarks  on 
jal  z Guilt,  Joy,  and  the  Quality  of  Life.” 

Acclaimed  as  America’s  most  widely- 
) read  poet  and  winner  of  many  prizes, 
with  five  published  volumes  of  col- 
lected poems,  Mr.  Dickey  is  former 
tiirc  poetry  consultant  to  the  Library  of 
Congress.  A critic  and  teacher,  he  is 
» poet  in  residence  at  the  University  of 
South  Carolina.  His  recent  best-sell- 
2.  ing  novel,  “Deliverance”,  for  which  he 
later  wrote  the  motion  picture  script, 
is  now  being  filmed  in  North  Georgia, 
with  Burt  Lancaster  as  star. 

Appearing  at  Wesleyan  in  January 
to  read  his  poetry  at  the  opening  of 
“Project  71:  The  Cultural  Revolu- 
£ tion”  and  conduct  seminars  next  day, 

. ^ j he  was  brought  back  to  the  campus  by 
popular  demand. 

Taking  his  subject  from  his  first 
1^2  sentence,  “How  can  you  possibly  stand 
there  and  eat  that  ice-cream  cone  when 
children  are  being  firebombed  in  Viet 
Nam?”,  Mr.  Dickey  developed  the 
thesis  that  modern  man  lives  in  a per- 
meating climate  of  guilt  because  he  as- 
sumes the  possibility  of  perfection  in 
human  affairs. 

“If  we  wait  for  perfection  — medi- 
cal perfection,  political  perfection,  per- 
fection of  international  policy,  perfec- 


tion of  any  and  all  kinds  touching  upon 
human  affairs  — we  have  doomed  our- 
selves and  our  emotional  lives  irrevo- 
cably . . . We  must  find  our  joys,  our 
exaltations,  among  the  conditions 
where  we  find  ourselves.” 

We  should  do  our  best  to  right  the 
wrongs  of  the  world,  said  the  speaker, 
but  not  without  some  knowledge  of 
limits,  some  acceptance  of  what  we 
really  can  do,  and  equal  acceptance  of 
what  is  impossible  to  us. 

“I  believe  very  much  in  social  ac- 
tion. But  I will  not  have  the  few 
moments  of  joy  in  the  only  life  I will 
ever  have  contaminated  by  people  who 
profess  to  find  me  guilty  of  the  ills 
of  the  world,  of  creating  the  problem 
of  racial  discrimination,  of  firebomb- 
ing children  in  Viet  Nam  . . . 

“What  we  want  more  than  any- 
thing else  is  a sense  of  our  personal 
worth,  and  it  is  only  the  weak  and 
cowardly  who  attempt  to  get  a syn- 
thetic form  of  this  from  imposing  a 
sense  of  guilt  in  others.” 

In  this  “era  of  moral  blackmail”,  he 
made  a plea  that  some  part  of  our 
lives  be  absolutely  private,  not  con- 
taminated by  what  happens  in  the 
public  world,  in  order  to  attain  “mo- 
ments of  assurance  and  delight.” 

Mr.  Dickey’s  is  the  eleventh  hon- 
orary degree  granted  by  Wesleyan 
since  its  founding  in  1836.  The  first 
was  given  in  1918,  the  last  in  1964.  In 
1943  the  college  honored  the  three 
famous  Soong  Sisters  (including  Mme. 
Chiang  Kai-shek),  with  the  Doctor  of 
Law  degree. 


Honored  By  Pi  Delta  Epsilon 


First  woman  to  be  elected  to  the 
Grand  Council  of  Pi  Delta  Epsilon, 
national  honorary  journalism  fraterni- 
ty, is  Dr.  Leah  A.  Strong,  professor  of 
American  Studies  at  Wesleyan.  The 
Council  consists  of  five. 

Senior  Sharron  Mays,  Milwood, 
Ga.,  was  awarded  the  Medal  of  Merit 


and  a national  citation  by  the  Grand 
Council.  Editor  of  T and  C,  T and 
C “Girl  of  the  Year”,  etc.,  she  main- 
tained highest  grades  in  her  class  for 
four  years. 

Earlier  Dr.  Strong  was  elected  one 
of  three  Delegates-at-Large  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  the  Southern 
Humanities  Conference.
